CHARGED WITH MORDER. 


M a s s illo n , O., Oct. 15.—The serv­ 
ices dedicating the new Massillon State 
Hospital for the Insane to the service 
of the state were held in one of the re­ 
cently finished buildings of the insti­ 
tution. Governor Bushnell and party 
were met at the station by an escort 
and tile Military band of this city. 
Arriving at the institution there was 
music by the Military band and the 
Amphion Glee club, an invocation by 
the Rev. Dr. Smith of Alliance, after 
which Prof. E. A. Jones, secretary of 
the board of trade, delivered an address 
of welcome. S. J. McMahon of Cam­ 
bridge, one of the trustees of the insti­ 
tution, presented the hospital to the 
state, and Governor Bushnell responded. 
At the close of the ceremonies the var­ 
ious buildings were thrown open to the 
public. A reception was given for the 
governor by the Massillon club. 
Governor Bushnell, in his speech at 
the dedication, alluded in a compli­ 
mentary manner to the services of the 
trustees, architects and the superin­ 
tendent, Dr. A. B. Richardson. The

WAH AM AKER’S OFFER.

“ Under the old scale of wages, prior 
to the summer of 1897, the pay at our 
mines was 85 cents per ton mine run 
and fairly good miners could and did 
earn $8.85 per day of ten hours free of 
all expenses. The payrolls show an av­ 
erage of $8.29 per day net for every 
miner in the mine,with a range of $2.10 
to $4.16 per day. The price of powder 
has been reduced 50 cents a keg since 
th*»n, which makes a material increase 
in the miners’ wages. At the price 
miners are demanding, 40 cents per ton, 
an average miner can make from $8 to 
$4 per day, aud a good workman would 
have no difficulty in earning $6 per day. 
We have had men in our Virden mine 
working at 55 cents per ton, screened 
coal, which equals about 28 cents per 
ton at mine run, making over $6 per 
day.” 
Farther along he said: “ All we de­ 
sire is an opportunity to get our coal 
dug at a price that will allow us to en­ 
ter the market aud sell our coal without 
loss to ourselves, aud this is impossible 
at the rate of pay demanded by the 
union workmen. 
“ The state has taken absolute posses­ 
sion of our property,” fie said, “and has 
practically profiibiced us from operating 
our mines.” 
At the oorener’s inquest, the wounded 
guards, ll in number, who were on the 
train with the negroes, testified that 
the firing wrs commenced by the strik­ 
ers. Some acknowledged that some of 
the guards returned the fire, but none 
would acknowledge that he individu­ 
ally had fired. Tne men said they were 
under strict orders not to fire except in 
self defense. 
One. of the wounded 
guards who had been at the stockade 
previous to Wednesday, in his testi­ 
mony stated that he positively knew 
there were no guards in the tower over 
the shaft aud that none of the tiring 
came froni tile stockades. J. A. De­ 
barrows, in charge of the guards on 
the train, declared they did not fire a 
single shot.

STOPPED BY TANNER. 


W a s h in g to n , Oct, 15.—Church unity 
was again the absorbing topic before 
the house of deputies of the Episcopal 
convention, the notable and eloquent 
discussions of the day before being con­ 
tinued on Rev. Dr. Hnntingtou’s propo­ 
sition to broaden the scope of the church 
by permitting bishops to take under the 
spiritual guidance outside congrega­ 
tions not conforming strictly to the 
Episcopal liturgy. 
The patriotic spirit of the convention 
was shown in the unanimous adoption 
of a resolution by Mr. George C.

“ Lawless force covers the situation 
entirely,” said Mr. Brown. 
“The gov­ 
ernor has absolutely no right to pre­ 
vent this road taking its passengers to 
where they are ticketed,

.. heard of thiug, and nothing can be 
statement in regard to the wages paid» found in the laws of the state justify­ 
i n g the conduct of the governor.

can take passengers, whether colored or 
white, from Alabama or from any other 
state and carry them to any destination 
upon our line.

We have had men in our Virden mine 
working at 55 cents per ton, screened 
coal, which equals about 38 cents per 
ton at mine run, making over $6 per 
day.” 
Further along he said: “ All we de­ 
sire is an opportunity to get our coal 
dug at a price that will allow us to en ­ 
ter the market aud sell our coal without 
loss to ourselves, aud this is impossible 
at the rate of pay demanded by the 
union workmen. 
“ The state has taken absolute posses­ 
sion of our property,” tie said, ‘‘audhas 
practically prohibited us from operating 
our mines.”

The delegation which represented the 
American church at the last general 
synod of the Church of England in 
Canada reported rn detail on their re­ 
ception in Canada aud spoke of the 
close sympathy aud kinship between

church. 
(Spencer Trask, lay delegate from Al­ 
bany, presented two resolutions which 
were referred, one of which provided 
“ that a joint committee of the two

The adoption of Moses by the (^tugh 
tor til Pharaoh and his education as hor 
son, “ in all the wisdom tit the Egyp­ 
tians,” gave him advantages which few 
people ever possess. 
Whether wT* do or 
do not credit all the stories Joseph us 
builds up around this greatest of tin* 
Hebrews it remains a fact beyond ques 
tion that he is one of the mightiest in­ 
tellects the world ever saw. But he 
was far more than that. He is for all 
time one of the world's great seers and 
prophets, if not the greatest of all. 
The culture, learning, wealth and in­ 
fluence of Egypt at. that time were un­ 
rivaled among the nations. 
Temples 
whose ruins have beeu the wonder of 
the ages, obelisks which even now 
adorn the great capitals of western na­ 
tions, were fresh from the hands of 
their builders. The conquests of Ra­ 
moses ll had placed his name among 
the great world conquerors. 
In the 
midst of intensest activity—social, m il­ 
itary, industrial, political and religious 
—Moses grew to manhood. No period 
of history has more dramatic interest 
for the student than this one. Old sys­ 
tems were effete and passing. Of deep­ 
est concern to all men was the question 
of what should survive the great up­ 
heaval. 
The man for the times was found in 
the Hebrew Moses. Great in many par 
ticnlars, he was pre-eminently grflfcfc in- 
his grasp of the deep fundamentals of 
truth which underlie human character. 
The falsities of the religious systems of 
the times grew more and more clear to 
him. The instability of all govern­ 
ments and social order based upon them, 
the iniquity of all distinctions of rank 
growing from them, became increasingly 
plain. Temporary ease, luxury, power 
and preferment gained at the price of 
integrity allured him as it did all others 
of his time and as it has the thoughtful 
ones of all times.

To the mass of men 
such a course is foolish. Whoover adopts 
it is scorned and reproached and cast 
oat as a dreamer and visionary fanatic.

The Presbyterian synod closed its ses* 
won at Lima yesterday with a popular 
meeting, and will meet in Springfield 
next year. At yesterday morning’s sea­ 
son Dr. Scovel made an appeal in be* 
half of Wooster university. There is a 
debt of $10,000 on the school, and he 
had a telegram in his pocket from a 
friend of the institution in New York, 
who offered to pay one-half if the synod 
would raise the remainder. 
Twenty- 
five hundred dollars was raised. It was 
suggested that each member of the 
•hurch in the state give $1 before 1900, 
and thus form an endowment fund of 
$100,000 for the school. 
Resolutions were passed denouncing 
the liquor traffic; commending the Anti­ 
saloon League, and protesting against 
the army canteen. Dr. Schaff, of Lane 
seminary, Cincinnati, 
addressed 
the 
synod, and resolutions were passed re­ 
affirming action of former synods. Revs. 
W. F. McCauley, W. A. Powell, A. M. 
Dawson, and Elders Harry Taggert and 
J. E. Campbell were elected a commit­ 
tee on young people’s societies. The re­ 
port showed that 144 churches had been 
aided 
during the year, that seven 
churches has received aid to the amount- 
of $9,300, while the synod had given 
$7,828 only. The board of ministerial 
relief showed contributions amounting 
to $10,000. Rev. George S. J. Browne, 
the new American Tract society agent, 
was recommended to the churches. 
East Liverpool was not represented in 
synod this year, although Doctor Lee 
was on a number of important com­ 
mittees and had been asked to make an 
address.

The principle of better work in our 
societies is aptly illustrate# in the top­ 
ical reference.

The one great lesson of that interesting 
story is that success in work for God 
depends primarily upon God Himself 
and not upon men. God reduced Gid­ 
eon’s army from thousands to hundreds 
to illustrate this truth. This story is an 
actual demonstration of the principle 
that success in Christian life and enter­ 
prise is “ not by might, nor by power. 
but by My spirit,” saith the Lord of 
Hosts. 
Realizing this dependency upon God, 
as Endeavours we must consecrate our­ 
selves anew to God. Perhaps we have 
been depending too much upon our 
glorious membership for success in En­ 
deavor work. If so, let us henceforth 
depend more upon God. Bnt there is 
work for us to do. 
We are ‘‘colaborers 
with God. ” It was ‘‘the sword of the 
Lord and Gideon” that defeated the 
Midianites. We need God, and although 
God does not need us, yet He wants us, 
and if we work, depending upon Him 
for success, we cannot but succeed. 
Realizing our dependence upon God 
and reconsecrating ourselves to Him, 
let us aim in the year before us to bet­ 
ter our work by having 
1. Better prayer meetings. The pray­ 
er meeting is the inspiration of the .so­ 
ciety. It inspires us to better work 
along all lines. Let leaders prepare 
themselves more prayerfully and care­ 
fully than ever before. Let us have 
more variety than ever before. Let no 
member fail to tako some part in the 
meeting. Let prayers be more definite. 
Let us have more faith in our prayers. 
Let us have a more intelligent aud 
Scriptural discussion of the P. M. topic. 
2. A better membership. The work 
of the society depends entirely upon the 
character of the individual membership. 
Raise the staudard of membership. God 
teaches us by the story of Gideon’s band 
to drop the names of those who are dis­ 
loyal and insincere from the roll of 
membership. 
8. Better committee work. Have the 
monthly meetings of committees been 
abandoned? Begin them at once. Have 
written reports declined into a verbal 
report of “ progress?”

SMALLER PROFITS THE RULE 


Dun's 
R eview Says Hie Day o f Large 
Ones 
Has 
Panged—Condition 
o f Husiupss. 


N e w Y o rk , Oct. lo.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
I 
With actual payments through clear­ 
inghouses 19.2 per cent larger than in 
the same week of 1892, it cannot be said 
that business is in any sense falling off, 
and yet many are complaining because 
the amount realized as profit is smaller 
than was formerly realized in good 
times. In almost every branch of busi­ 
ness trade is now transacted on a nar­ 
rower margin of profit than in any other 
time of fair prosperity. There is a 
great change, and perhaps a permanent 
one, iii the percentage of profits deriva­ 
ble from trade and manufacture as well 
as in the profits obtainable by transport­ 
ers. 
Progressive civilization calls for a 
lower range of profits and of prices as 
the volume of business transacted in­ 
creases in order to make possible im­ 
provements in the condition of tile 
working millions. 
Wheat business is more active with 
prices about 2 cents higher for spot and 
nearly 3 cents higher tor the December 
option. 
The price of corn has advanced about 
2 cents, though the receipts are just 
uow larger than a year ago. 
While some woolen mills have .started 
operation during the week quite as 
many have stopped. The market is re­ 
markably dull with sales during the 
past two weeks of only 6,179,700 pounds 
at the three chief markets, against 24.- 
331,600 pounds last year, and 14,5311,300 
pounds in 1896 aud 13,703,800 pounds 
in 1892. The general feeling is that the 
price of the material must decline be­ 
fore the manufacture can increase its 
sales. 
The iron manufacturers again re­ 
port a small increase in weekly output, 
215,685 terns against 213.043 a month 
ago. and with the decrease in quantity 
of unsold stocks on hand outside the 
great steel companies, the apparent 
consumption for the month of Septem­ 
ber was 983,804 tons against 980,503 in 
August. There are quite heavy eastern 
orders for foundry iron. 
The orders for finished products in­ 
clude a heavy demand for plates, es­ 
pecially for shipyards, several of con­ 
siderable 
magnitude 
for structural 
■works covermg about 15,000 tons, and 
an unusually heavy demand for bars. 
Failures for the week have been 205 
in the United States against 223 la st 
year, and 25 in Canada against 37 last 
year.

Rev. George S. J. Browne, 
the new American Tract society agent, 
was recommended to the churches.

miners are demanding, 40 cents per ton, 
un average miner can make from $3 to 
$4 per day, and a good workman would 
have no difficulty iii earning $0 per day. 
We have had men in our Virden mine 
working ut 55 ceuts per ton, screened 
coal, which equals about 28 ceuts per 
ton at mine run, making over $0 per 
day.” 
Further aloug he said: “ All we de­ 
sire is an opportunity to got our coal 
dug at a prioe that will allow us to en ­ 
ter the market aud sell our coal without 
loss to ourselves, aud this is impossible 
at the rate of pay demanded by tile 
union workmen. 
“ The state has taken absolute posses­ 
sion of our property, ” fie said, “aud has 
practically prohibited us from operating 
our miues.” 
At the oorener’s iuquest, the wounded 
guards, ll in number, who were on the 
train with tile negroes, testified that 
the firing wrs commenced by the strik­ 
ers.

five hundred dollars was raised.

Resolutions were passed denouncing 
the liquor traffic ; commending the Anti­ 
saloon League, and protesting against 
the army canteen.

synod, and resolutions were passed re­ 
affirming action of former synods. Revs. 
W. F. McCauley, W. A. Powell, A. M. 
Dawson, and Elders Harry Taggert and 
J. E. Campbell were elected a commit­ 
tee on young people’s societies. 
The re­ 
port showed that 144 churches had been 
aided 
during 
the 
year, that seyen 
churches has received aid to the amount 
of $9,300, while the synod had given 
$7,828 only. 
The board of ministerial 
relief showed contributions amounting 
to $10,000. 
Rev. George S. J. Browne, 
the new American Tract society agent, 
was recommended to the churches. 
East Liverpool was not represented in 
synod this year, althongh Doctor Lee 
was on a number of important com­ 
mittees and had been asked to make an 
address.

The prim iple of be tter work in our 
moieties is aptly illustrated iii the tup- 
ical reference. lr is the story of Gideon 
and his band of 800 men and their 
glorious victory over the Midianite*. 
Hie one great lesson of that interesting 
story is that success in work for God 
depends primarily upon (rod Himself 
and not upon men. 
(rod reduced Gid­ 
eon’s army from thousands to hundreds 
to illustrate this truth. This story is an 
actual demonstration of the principle 
that success in Christian life aud enter­ 
prise is “ not by might, nor by power, 
but by My spirit,” saith the Lord of 
Hosts. 
Realizing this dependency upon God. 
as Endeavours we must consecrate our­ 
selves anew to God. 
Perhaps we have 
been depending too much upon our 
glorious membership for success in En­ 
deavor work. 
If so, let us henceforth 
depend more upon God. 
But there is 
work for us to do. 
We are *’colaborers 
witli God. ” It was ‘‘the sword of the 
Lord and Gideon” that defeated the 
Midianites. We need God, and although 
God does not need us, yet He wants us, 
and if we work, depending upon Him 
for success, we cannot but succeed. 
Realizing our dependence upon God

2. A better membership. 
The work 
of the society depends entirely upon the 
character of the individual membership.

3. Better committee work. Have the 
monthly meetings of committees been 
abandoned? Begin them at once. Have 
written reports declined into a verbal 
report of “ progress?” If so, change 
them at once. 
If you have done noth­ 
ing, write out that fact, and it will in­ 
sure a report of a different character for 
the next business meeting. 
4. Better socials. Begin and close all 
social gatherings with prayer. Then do 
nothing between times that would muke 
the prayers a mockery.

With actual payment.-* through clear­ 
inghouses 19.2 per cent larger than in 
the same week of 1*92, it cannot be said 
tiiat business is in any sense falling off, 
and yet many ate complaining because 
the amount realized as profit is smaller 
than was formerly realized iii good 
times. 
In almost every branch of busi­ 
ness trade is now transacted on a nar­ 
rower margin of profit than iii any other 
time of fair prosperity. 
There is a 
great change, and perhaps a permanent 
one, in the percentage of profits deriva­ 
ble from trade aud manufacture as well 
as iii the profits obtainable by transport 
ars. 
Progressive civilization calls for a 
lower range of profits and of prices as 
the volume of business transacted in­ 
creases in order to make possible im­ 
provements in tile condition of tile 
working millions. 
Wheat business is more active with 
prices about 2 cents higher for spot aud 
nearly 3 cents higher tor the December 
| option. 
The price of corn has advanced about 
2 cents, though the receipts are just 
now larger than a year ago. 
While some woolen mills have started 
operation during tile week quite as 
many have stopped. 
The market is re*
